My sister-in-law has been told she 


will have to pay Medicare, have to have 
It taken out of her Social Security 
check. (She Is Just now beginning to 
draw Social Security.) She has never 
been very sick, and doesn't feel that she 
needs the Medicare. Does she have to 
have these payments taken out? 


According to local Social Social 


Security Supervisor Frances Alford, 
your sister-in-law has a choice about 
one part of the Medicare plan. 


Medicare is divided into two areas, 


the hospitalization insurance and the 
medical 
insurance 
which 
covers 


physicians and other such costs. 


There is no premium, as such, for the 


mandatory 
hospital 
insurance 
— 


everyone pays into that fund in the form 
of automatic deductions. 


Anyone over the age of 65 has 


hospitalization benefits provided by 
that part of the Medicare plan. 


But for the Medical insurance there is 


a monthly premium of $7.70, which the 
government matches with another $7.70 
each month. This is an optional plan 
independent of the hospital insurance, 
Mrs. Alford said. 


When you sign up for Social Security 


you should be asked whether or not you 
wish the medical portion of the in- 
surance. The general enrollment period 
for this coverage is between January 
and March of each year. 


If you choose now not to take the 


medical insurance and then later 
decide you want it, however, there is a 
10 per cent penalty charge for every 
year you wait. That means the longer 
you wait, if you eventually decide you 
wish the coverage, the more it will cost 
you. 


There is apt to be a six-month or so 


waiting period between when you enroll 
and when your coverage begins as well, 
Mrs. Alford said. 


For her individual case, your sister- 


in-law might wish to call the local 
Social Security office and determine 
whether or not she has inadvertently 
signed for the coverage.

Is it legal for 
someone to teach such classes in their 
home, and to sell items In direct 
competition with our merchants? 


Craft lessons, piano lessons, a one- 


chair barber or beauty shop, and 
similar services may be offered from1 a 
home in Corsicana if the homeowner 
meets the zoning requirements for 
"home occupation." 


As defined in Corsicana's zoning 


ordinance, "A home occupation is an 
occupation carried on in the home by a 
member of the occupant's family, 
without the employment of additional 
persons, without the use of a sign to 
advertise the occupation, without of- 
fering any commodity for sale on the 
premises and which does not create 
obnoxious noise or other obnoxious 
conditions 
to 
abutting 
residential 


property such as emission of odor, 
increased traffic or generation of light 
or smoke, and where the use is carried 
on in the main structure only. A home 
occupation shall specifically exclude 
the operation of a repair garage, 
plumbing shop, or similar activity." 


Municipal Services Director Delma 


Ware said the ordinance, in practice, 
does not prohibit piano teachers from 
selling their students music, nor craft 
teachers from selling their students 
supplies, if the primary object of such a 
home business remains service. 


But, he said, a person could not open 


a sheet music store or a craft supply 
store in their home unless it is properly 
zoned, if selling those items is the main 
business being conducted. 


Will you please explain to the people 


who had so much damage done to their 
property in Oakwood Cemetery last 
year why nothing was ever done to 
punish the boys who did it? 


Only one person has ever been 


charged with the extensive damage 
done at Oakwood Cemetery in early

Jury gives Cor^icanan 8 years

for involuntary manslaughter

A 29-year-old Corsicana man 


was found guilty Wednesday of 
involuntary 
manslaughter 
in 


the Dec. 5 shooting death of 
Arneatta Thomas. 


The 
two-woman, 
ten-man 


jury took one hour and 20 
minutes to find Jessie Harold 
Richardson, 807 E. 5th, guilty of 
a charge one count less than the 
murder he was indicted for on 
Feb. 15. 


The jury also took over an 


hour before setting punishment 
at eight years in prison. The 


charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter carries with it a 
maximum penalty of 10 years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine. 


Richardson has been free on 


$5,000 bond set in December by 
Peace Justice G.W. O'Neal and 
he remains free on bond until 
formal sentencing ten days 
from now by Douglas. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY Pat 


Batchelor had asked the jury, 
since they had seen fit to find 
the 
defendant, 
Richardson, 


guilty of a lesser offense, to 
sentence him to not less than the 
eight years thev did. 


Court-appointed 
defense 


attorney Robert Jackson told 
the 
jury 
during 
closing 


arguments in Judge Kenneth 
Douglas' 13th District Court the 
shooting had been an accident 
and there was no "intent" on 
the part of the defendant to 
shoot Miss Thomas, whom he 
had lived with for five years. 


Jackson said the two eye- 


witnesses to the shooting, 12- 
year-old Wanda Ward, a cousin 
of the deceased, and nine-year- 
old Barbara Thomas, daughter 
of 
the 
dead 
woman, 
both 


testified Richardson cried out 


"Baby, I didn't mean to shoot 
you! I'm sorry," immediately 
after the gun was fired. 


According to Jackson, the 


incident 
occurred 
while 


Richardson and Miss Thomas 
were "playing around." He said 
Richardson had his left arm 
around Miss Thomas and the 
small caliber gun in his right 
hand. When she grabbed his left 
arm, he swung the arm with the 
gun around to push the hand 
away. That is when the gun 
supposedly 
discharged 
into 


Miss Thomas' neck. 


SHE DIED shortly after being 


rushed 
by 
Richardson 
to 


Memorial Hospital around 7:30 
a.m. on Dec. 6. 


Batchelor, during his closing 


arguments said, "Deeds speak 
louder than words. Regardless 
of what Jessie said, Barbara 
(Thomas) 
testified 
she saw 


Jessie load the gun. They 
(Wanda Ward and 
Barbara 


Thomas) said he put it right up 
to her neck." 


Recalling 
his 
client's 


testimony from earlier Wed- 
nesday, Jackson said he could 
not remember what had oc- 
curred on the night prior to the 
shooting because he had been 
drunk. 
Batchelor

Jackson 
maintained

Richardson believed the gun 
was unloaded and that Miss 
Thomas had handed him the 
gun prior to the incident. The 
evening before Richardson and 


Miss Thomas had been over to 
her mother's house. He had 
been drinking and fired the gun 
into a door. 


When they returned to the E.

believed the bullets "weren't 
real," according to Jackson.

CDP renovation begins 
City home work past study stage

Several months ago, Mrs. Emma Murphy thought she was 


being called to city hall to talk about the condemnation of her 
home, so she asked her friend Mrs. Nannie Jock to ac- 
company her for moral support. 


Last week work began on the renovation of both of their 


homes, the first two Corsicana houses to receive such 
treatment under part of the city's Community Development 
Program. 


The program was a pleasant surprise to Mrs. Murphy, who 


had been fighting to maintain her small home and her in- 
dependence and, while Mrs. Jock listened to Municipal 
Services Director Delma Ware explain the program to her 
friend, she realized that she, too, qualified for help. 


Under the program, their homes can receive from between 


$2,000 to $2,500 in restoration work and the contractors at 
Mrs. Jock's home said they would probably push the job to 
the limit in order to get as much done as possible. 


THE LOWER rows of slate shingles on Mrs. Jock's home 


were broken, so they were replaced with a metal strip to 
protect the houses's frame. Mrs. Jock also received new 
water lines in a store room she hopes to convert to a washing 
room. 


Additional work, including installing a window, a new door, 


increasing the insulation and more work on the sides of the 
house were initially stymied because of the difficulty in 
getting under the house to level it. 


But Mrs. Jock was well pleased with the early progress, 


saying the contractors had "done real well for the trouble" 
they encountered and that some trouble was to be expected 
on that type of work. 


Mrs. Murphy is also scheduled to receive a large portion of 


the maximum allotment for her home. The contractors will 
install a bathroom and kitchen, level the structure and in- 
sulate it. 


Mrs. Jock's home was the first to receive work, with the 


contractors arriving Tuesday, the day before others began 
working at Mrs. Murphy's.
